T the noon milking of June 19, 1940, Ionia Aaggie 

Sadie Vale 1145696 brought her official total in A. 
Rand HIR to 228,926.3 lbs., just nicely beating the offi- 
dal total of the University of Nebraska cow, La Vertex 
Quantity of U Neb, now deceased. The official total for 
la Vertex, which is given as 228,880 lbs. in a little over 
in lactations, is made up of the total of her ten Ad- 
vaced Registry records, plus a few weeks of her 11th 
latation, up to her death. In order to make up two 
reords more strictly comparable, we wired Prof. Davis 
of University of Nebraska to see if they could give us the 
aditional figures for the periods from the close of each 
AR. record until the beginning of the next and his ans- 
Wer, just received gives us a total of 230,233.2 lbs. milk 
for this cow. It was not until July 8, 1940 that Ionia 
Aaggie Sadie Vale exceeded the above mark, and accord- 
ig to Herd Miller, herdsman at Ionia State Hospital, 
the brought her total to 230,519.4 lbs. on July 13, 1940, 
vith about 2% months still to go to complete 365 days 
of her eighth lactation. 

The table at the bottom of this page gives these offi- 
dal figures for Ionia Aaggie Sadie Vale for her first 
seven lactations and the first 232 days of her eighth lac- 
lation, these figures being furnished us by Supt. Norton 
from his A. R. and Herd Test records. The office at 
Brattleboro had at that time received her figures only 
‘0 May 31, 1940, so we have added to these official 
igures her production for about six more weeks as re- 
wored by Mr. Miller and of course subject to official 
‘nfirmation later. If there should prove to be a little

of Ionia State Hospital at Ionia, Mich. At that time 
Horace W. Norton Jr. was Director of Michigan’s Bureau 
of Animal Industry, in charge of the Michigan State 
Herds, resigning about a year and a half later to become 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry. In spite of his 
well known impartiality, we can imagine Horace Norton 
getting a great kick out of this new world’s record by 
his former protege. 

Further reference to the table shows that Ionia Aag- 
gie Sadie Vale first freshened at the age of 2 years, 6 
months, 4 days, that she was entered on Advanced Regis- 
try test and proved to be a good but by no means phe- 
nomenal senior two-year-old producer. A Class A rec- 
ord of 592.8 lbs. fat by a senior two-year-old is quite 
satisfactory but is surpassed by dozens of heifers of our 
breed almost every year. She did rather better as a 
three-year-old but did not really come into her own un- 
til she reached maturity and she has been going like a 
house afire ever since. She is the first 30,000-lb. cow 
in Class B to qualify for a 305-day certificate the same 
lactation and the first cow to produce over 200,000 Ibs. 
milk before attaining the age of 12 years. 

Except in her second and seventh lactations she has 
been bred again early, almost always calving again with- 
in two or three months from the close of each year. Al- 
though not starting production until she was a senior 
two-year-old, she was barely 10 years old when she be- 
gan her seventh lactation and it was only then that they 
began to have trouble getting her with calf. She was in 
milk during her seventh lactation for two years and 144 
days before going dry and in this lactation of 874 days 
it will be noted that she produced in Herd Test 39,215 
lbs. milk containing 1,305.3 lbs. fat, one of the greatest 
lactation records in all dairy history. 

In her entire milking life from her first calving on 
July 25, 1929 to the day this is written, July 13, 1940, 
she has averaged 57.6 lbs. milk a day for 4,002 days, in- 
cluding any dry periods she may have had during these 
11 years. Probably no other cow in the world of any 
breed has ever equalled this daily average for so long a 
period—and right now she is producing considerably 
above that average in the tenth month of her eighth lac- 
tation as a 13-year-old cow. 

Herb Miller, who has been working with this cow for 
the past nine years, tells us that she has had to take 
plenty of bitter along with the sweet. She hag had se- 
vere attacks of milk fever on several occasions and once

is an Ionia inmate. 


when treated for this disease with calcium glucanate got 
a severe case of calcium ittitation which resulted in a 
large abscess which bothered her for several months. 
During her seventh lactation she also became afflicted 
with a dropsical condition, described by the veterinary 
as an odemius swelling in her udder, but from all these 
troubles she has now apparently fully recovered. Herb 
also states that in the nine years he has worked with 
her, she has never missed a feed, striking testimony to 
constitution and vigor. 


Great credit for bringing her through her various 
illnesses should go to Dr. O. H. Core, Michigan State 
Veterinarian, who has looked after her during her entire 
life and who finally succeeded in getting her with calf 
for the eighth time by artificial insemination. She is 
now believed to be safe in calf again for the ninth time 
and appears to be in excellent physical condition. 


All her life she has had the same care and treatment 
as any other cow in the herd, standing in the regular line 
and running at pasture in season. She has been milked 
by an inmate of the hospital, as are all the cows at this 
institution. One of the pictures published in connection 
with this story shows her being milked by this inmate 
on the day she passed the official total of La Vertex. 
This milking was characterized as “the squirt heard 
round the world’? by Dr. Core, who was able to arrange

The first two sons of Ionia Aaggie Sadie Vale wers 
vealed before the worth of their dam was recognized by 
the other two are in service in Michigan State Herds, om 
of them, a full brother to the three older daughters, nov 
just turned three years old, being in process of proving 
at Caro State Hospital. 


When the Ionia herd was classified by Ward Stevens 
this summer, Ionia Aaggie Sadie Vale was one of the 
number rated Excellent. Another was her second daugh- 
ter, Ionia Marathon Sadie. Her oldest daughter has been 
rated Very Good and her third daughter Good. 

The type of the new champion has been preserved for 
posterity in a statuette, recently modeled by Dr. Wing 
Yates, a retired dentist from Waukegan, IIL, whose 
hobby -has long been the modeling of animals, using 
dental tools. His specialty has heretofore been horses 
and dogs, this being his first attempt at a dairy cow. 
We are told that Dr. Yates worked the better part of 
six months on the model which is one-fourth life size, 
or about the size of the large True Type models. Not 
only does the model faithfully portray her perfection and 
imperfections, but the sculptor has caught the spirit of 
the cow, her breed character and dairy quality—charac 
teristics which more than anything else brought her the 
Excellent rating. 

Ionia Aaggie Sadie Vale is by no means the only 
great producer in the Ionia herd. This herd recent 
completed its tenth consecutive year of Herd Improve 
ment Registry and although the official figures for the 
tenth year are not yet in, Herb Miller believes the - 
year average will be in the neighborhood of 521 Ibs.

Question: What has been your experience and observation on artificially 
heated versus unheated calf barns? 


(Please give brief comment on general arrangement of quarters for young calves) 


Answered by Members of Advisory Committee 


By Ken Monson, Hawthorn Farms: 

PREFER the artificially heated barns thermostatically 
| controlled, for in this way you have a uniform tem- 
perature regardless of outside climate conditions, and it 
js much easier to ventilate. 

Calves should be kept separate from the regular 
herd because the temperature for the herd is often too 
drafty for calves. Then, too, when you turn out the 
cows on a cool day, the temperature of the barn will 
suddenly drop 20 to 25 which is an awful jolt for small 
calves. 

One of the hardest things in connection with a calf 
barn is to keep it dry and still have proper ventilation. 
That is why I prefer the heated barn. 

By Clark Biddle, W. L. Biddle & Son: 

We have never used artificial heat for our calves. 
Calves in artificially heated barns usually have a smooth- 
er coat of hair but care must be taken to keep them warm 
if moved out in bad weather. Our calves are kept in 
large box stalls, several calves in a stall right across 
the feed alley from our milking herd. The calves are 
stanchioned at feeding time, which keeps them from 
sucking each other. 

By Mark H. Keeney, Essex County Hospital: 

Our experience indicates that artificial heat is not 
only unnecessary, but it undesirable in calf barns. Pro- 
tection of calves with burlap bag blanket as soon as it 
tan stand on its feet retains the calf’s body heat which 
is better than any artificial condition. Calving pens and 
calf pens should always be so located as to avoid any 
material draft of air. Our maternity pens and calf 
pens are in the same stable about 80 feet long and 30 
feet wide with an eight foot ceiling, which accommodates 
32 calves and five cows. 

Ventilation is by means of windows and ceiling out- 
“ls for air. By adjustment of windows in accordance 
‘0 Weather, we maintain a temperature of 45 to 50 
degrees Fahrenheit in the calf barn even with zero 

Weather outside. 

We have also had experience with artificial ventila- 
‘on in calf barn, viz., electric fans to move the air. Again, 
¥e say artificial ventilation is no good for calves be- 
‘ause of too much air circulation in spite of all human 
mdeavor to control the fans.

Have had no experience with artificially heated calf 
barns. Our calves are kept in box stalls even after leav- 
ing the nurse cows. Until 10 months old they are out 
for exercises a few hours in the morning. 

Quarters are kept dry and well bedded. 


By V. S. Culver, Port Deposit, Md. 


I prefer individual pens with solid sidewalls, well 
lighted and ventilated for calves up to six or eight weeks 
of age. During extremely cold weather some artificial 
heat perhaps is necessary if calves are quartered in a 
room or building separated from the rest of the herd. 

Strong and healthy calves that reach eight weeks of 
age can be put in pairs, later on groups of four and 
then larger groups; and do best, in my opinion in un- 
heated quarters, that are well lighted and ventilated and 
which are kept properly cleaned and bedded. Fresh 
air and exercise for calves of this age, are so essential 
and inexpensive. 

By Hugh Morrill, Quon-quont Stock Farm: 

I feel it is money well invested and will pay big 
dividends to a man breeding cattle to have a little arti- 
ficial heat in a calf barn, it is very beneficial to have 
enough heat to keep the moisture from gathering on 
walls and ceilings. I notice that our calves do much 
better since installing our heating system than they did 
in the days when the water would be dripping from 
the ceiling and the barn seemed chilly and damp. 

I believe that a calf barn should be by itself and 
constructed with low ceiling which will aid very much 
in heating and with alley in middle so that calf feed- 
ing will be handy from both sides and be easier to 
clean out. It should have several individual stalls for 
calves after they are first taken from their mothers, 
these stalls should be tight at least up high enough so 
the calves cannot come in contact with each other. 
These stalls could be from 12 to 15 feet long and ap- 
proximately 4 feet wide, this gives the calf plenty of 
chance to exercise and several stalls can be made in a 
small space. Stalls 12 by 14 feet I conisder a good size 
for calves after three weeks old and this will accom- 
modate five or six of this age. Each pen should have a 
hay rack, water bowl and there are several good type 
feed mangers on the market. 

A good ventilating system is essential and as much 
light as possible. 

By M. M. Campbell, Maytag Dairy Farms: 

Have had no experience with heated calf barns. We 
do believe that it is better to keep the calf barn fairly 
cool, rather than too warm, providing the temperature 
is even and there are no drafts. A calf will get along 
very well in an extremely cold barn if placed in it very 
shortly after he is born. Temperature changes and 
drafts and dampness are the things to guard against in 
calf barns. 

By Wm. E. Reed, Winterthur Farms: 

We have had no experience with air-conditioned calf 
barns where the temperature is the same the year 
around. 

In nearly 30 years experience I have never worked 
with an artificially heated calf barn. As our calves al-

successful, was the sixth of 
m, sorien of Black and White Shows 
that were completed during May in 
the state of Kansas. All nine or- 
ganized districts held their shows, 
whereas last year only eight shows 

ed. 
poy ww fifty breeders 
brought out 449 head of their best 
Holsteins, and these were closely in- 
gected by 9,795 people, with the at- 
ndance at each show varying from 
§ at Sterling to over 5,000 at 
Sabetha. Estimates in the Sabetha 
Show ran as high as 10,000, but the 
crowd was so large that it was im- 
possible to count. 

The shows were again a success 
through the cooperation of the 
businessmen in the towns in which 
the shows were held; the county 
agents in the counties in each dis- 
trict; ‘the Dairy extension men, Jas. 
W. Linn and L. O. Gilmore, the vari- 
ous district Holstein clubs; the Kan- 
sas Holstein Breeders Association; 
and the extension service of our Na- 
tional Association. The cattle were 
again placed on the Danish system 
or classification basis, with blue rib- 
bons going to all animals that would 
score over 80 points, Red Ribbons to 
animals scoring between 70 and 80 
points and White Ribbons to those 
scoring less than 70 points, accord- 
ing to the official score card. 

Judging contests for adults and 
juniors were held in connection with 
each show, and a judging demonstra- 
tion was given at each show by the 
judge.

M. Rider, formerly director of Extension 
Service of the Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica, and now field supervisor for New York State’s Bureau

of distribution in order to lower his costs, and we prefer 
to believe he is entirely sincere in this effort to provide 
service to the consumers of his city. 

There is much food for thought here for the eed 
stein industry.

REMINISCENCES FROM IOWA 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


I received the World today (May 25 issue) and was 
much surprised to find some familiar but half-forgotten 
pictures printed over the captain “The Ugly Duckling.” 
Surely an almost unbelievable contrast. 


Let me state that in my younger days I worked as 
CTA tester in Hardin County, Iowa, and Mr. Finster 
was a member of the association. Consequently, I knew 
the Finster herd well—still do—and as a matter of fact, 
I am myself responsible for the upper picture and can 
verify that it is an excellent likeness of Countess Jewel 
Korndyke as she looked as a mature cow. She was 
good enough to be grand champion at the county fairs 
and but for a slight bump on her rump back of the 
hips and a coarseness in the throat, she would have 
been good enough for most any show ring. She had a 
real udder both in shape and quality, and was a per- 
sistent year-after-year producer. 


In your article you are saying ‘‘that it is not wise 


to condemn all plain rough yearlings as many times— 
if they are bred right—they go through a remarkable 


change of conformation as they mature.’”’ Yes, and 


Countess was bred right. She was a granddaughter of 
a National Grand Champion. She was a granddaughter 
of Fay Jewel Beauty. 


Now I realize that you, Mr. Editor, are perhaps the 
best posted man on Holstein pedigrees in the U. S., 
and that I would not be able to tell you much about 
Holsteins you do not already know. Also Mr. Finster 
may have told you about the ancestors back of Countess 
when he sent you the picture. Nevertheless, I feel as 
though I must get rid of some Holstein history right 
here and try to impress you with what I know about 
the great black and white cattle. 


As you will remember, Fay Jewel Beauty was sold 
by John B. Irwin to Galloway at Waterloo, at the time 
carrying a calf by Sir Korndyke Hengerveld De Kol, 
the sire then at the head of the Irwin herd. This calf 
proved to be a bull and was named Korndyke Jewel 
Hengerveld De Kol. At the Galloway dispersal this 
bull was purchased by F. H. Brunemeier, Hubbard, Iowa, 
and used on this herd for a number of years, the herd, 
to begin with, consisting mostly of grade cows. Here 
was a bull who should have had a greater opportunity 
to prove his worth. During the years in use he sired 
quite a number of daughters, not all show animals per- 
haps, but every one a good useful cow, whether grade 
or pure bred, and all with exceptionally good udders. 

Several of the foundation cows in the Finster herd 
as well as in his neighbod’s (Mr. Eckel’s) herd, includ- 
ing Countess, were by this sire. They were cows capable 
of making 500 lbs. fat per year on two-time milking. One 
of them, Korndyke Jewel Tirania in one year produced 
over 21,000 lbs. milk with 740 lbs. fat (milked 3 times). 
This cow had a remarkable good udder and even after 
reaching the age where cows are on the down grade, she 
could when fresh shell out 70 to 75 lbs. milk on twice- 
a-day milking. 

Incidentally, I read in the previous issue of the 
World that Maytag had sold the bull calf, Posch Ormsby 
Fobes Double, to the University of Arizona. The dam 
of this calf, Hope View Ionia Posch, was praised by Mr. 
Campbell for her conformation and marvelous udder. 
She traces directly back to Korndyke Jewel Tirania. 

Hope I have not taken too much of your time. I 
have been a subscriber to the World for at least 20 years, 
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and if I had to drop any of the magazines or Papers | 
read, the World would be the last one to go.

PAPEC 
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A Distinguished South American Herd 


A recent announcement by Carna- 
tion of the sale of two richly bred 
young bulls to La Martona of Buenos 
Aires, South America, reminds us 
that for some months we have had 
“‘in the barrel’’ awaiting publication, 
a story by Guillermo Bullrich, farm 
manager at La Martona, which we be- 
lieve will be of interest to many of 
our readers. 


A few years ago, Maytag Dairy 
Farms, in reporting the sale of a bull 
to this establishment referred to La 
Martona as one of the largest and 
finest Holstein herds in the world, 
at that time numbering over 30,000 
head of Holsteins. Mr. Bullrich 
writes that of this herd, 460 are reg- 
istered Holstein breeding stock and 
that the entire dairy last year pro- 
duced over 38 million pounds of milk 
according to the goverment agricul- 
tural census. La Martona, owned by 
the Casares Brothers, consists of sev- 
eral large ‘‘ estancias’’ in Buenos 
Aires province, divided into some 53 
farms that total more than 70,000 
acres. They started importing regis- 
tered Holstein sires as early as 1912 
and during the period from 1914 to 
1921 they imported 34 foundation 
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Holstein cows from the United States 
as well as others from New Zealand 
and Holland. These animals served 
as the foundation on which the pre- 
sent herd has been built. 

Since 1912 they have brought in 
at least eighteen registered Holstein 
sires from the United States, start- 
ing with Sir Johanna Ruth Paul 
92750 from the herd of George J. 


Schuster, Milwaukee, Wis., and 
Pabst Pontiac Terzool 413362 from 
Pabst Farms, Oconomowoc, Wis. 


Two others of the early sires came 
from New Jersey; a son famed Sir 
Ormsby Skylark came from the Max- 
well herd in Iowa; two came from 
Carnation in the early days and 
others from Hargrove & Arnold of 
Iowa, Dr. H. P. Fisher of Minnesota 
and Pierce Bros. of Wisconsin. 

Present herd sires include Pabst 
Sir Crusader Heather 596130,, from 
Pabst Farms, whose 12 daughters 
average. 20,449 lbs. milk, 605 Ibs. 
fat on three-time milking; two sons 
of Sir Inka May from Carnation; two 
sons of King Bessie Ormsby Piet- 
ertje form Elmwood; and Man-O- 
War Posch Marathon from Maytag 
Dairy Farms.

Another of Those Dean Daughters 


In each of the ELKHORN SALES 
to date a single entry from the herd 
of George A. Howard and Sons, 
Dousman, Wis., has claimed much 
atention from the visiting breeders. 
As a result, many of these interes- 
ted persons have since visited the 
herd to see the daughters of Dicmere 
Dean Ormsby. For the benefit of 
the many who have asked about 
these cows and have not had appor- 
tunity to visit the herd, this brief 
story is prepared. 

First and foremost, let it be 
stated that group of daughters of 
Dicmere Dean Ormsby as a whole 
are the equal of the average of the 
fine cows they have offered at the 
Elkhorn Sales.

Mr. George Howard, the father, 
has a long and successful record as 
a developer of Holsteins.

ous herd. There followed a period 
of two years with the Carnation 
eastern farm (Oconomowoc), under 
Jack Norton, where he served first 
as herdsman, and later as superin- 
tendant. In 1920 the opportunity 
to lake over the farm at Dousman 
came suddenly and having hit out 
for himself he almost immediately 
laid the foundation for the present 
herd. 

Mr. and Mrs. George Howard are 
the parents of #n unusually fine 
group of children, three sons and 
four daughters. The boys, Dick 
(24 years), Bob (21 years) and 
Walter (18 years), along with the 
father, constitute a quartet of Hol- 
steins enthusiasts that one seldom 
finds the equal of even in the wid- 
est travels. In their work we are 
reminded of the enthusiasm of the 
early 1920s in this industry, when 
the Holstein Friesian Cow rode to 
great heights in a period of intense 
development.

The herd of National Association 
president, A. C. Oosterhuis, Ocono- 
mowoc, was classified by six of the 
preed’s seven Official classification 
judges, who rated the herd highly, 
classifying four as “Excellent,” 16 
as “Very Good,” and 31 as “Good 
Plus.” A total of 68 animals were 
scored, including daughters of Inkar- 
nation and Oostie Paymaster. 

The herds of W. R. Kirk and F. E. 
Bassett, both of Omro, Wis., were 
classified by three of the judges, 
seven of the 12 animals in the Kirk 
herd rating “Good Plus” or higher, 
and six of the 13 classified for Mr. 
Bassett receiving a similar rating. 

Forty animals were scored at the 
Winnebago State Hospital, Winne- 
bago, mostly daughters of Marathon 
Bess Burke 15th, 17-year-old sire 
who has more than 100 daughters in 
the Winnebago herd. Thirty of the 
40 animals were rated ‘Good’ or 
higher, six rating “Good Plus’ and 
one “Very Good.” 

Eleven members of the herd of 
Louis Beck, Oshkosh, were passed 
upon by the committee, five rating 
“Good Plus” or better. Several of 
these animals were daughters of the 
proven sire Sir Ormsby Felicia 6th 
with a production index of 520 Ibs. 
fat from 14,260 lbs. milk on 15 dam- 
daughter comparisons.

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Carnation Ramble Continued 


Dear Maurice: 

We might as well finish up the 
rest of this rambling story of our 
trip around the barns at Carnation 
right now. The first stop on the 
route is of course, the test room. 
One of the official testers (his home 
is in Barron County, Wis.) is on the 
job and Rube and myself stop for a 
cup of Java. It seems to me that 
every time I get to Carnation, they 
have increased the size of the coffee 
pots and that the coffee tastes better 
than ever before. 


Leaving the test room, we go 
down the alley through the calf barn 
to see some of the mighty fine 
youngsters that are growing up to 
take the place of their older brothers 
and sisters in the herd. Down at 
the far end of the barn is Carnation 
Ormsby Butter King, the World 
Champion, who seems to be enjoying 
life as never before. In the next 
stall is Carnation Ormsby Nellie, 
(if my memory is correct) just fresh 
with a bull calf. 

Next we go up the stairs to the 
test barn where Carl Gockerell and 
Floyd Betz are just starting to milk. 
One of the first cows that we come 
to is Carnation Ormsby Madcap Vio- 
let, just fresh about a month and 
making what promises to be a very 
fine record. She is a full sister to 
those four sensational ‘‘Madcaps’”’ 
that have records from 1046 to 1313 
Ibs. fat in a year and whose dam is a 
1036 lb. fat producer as well. What 
a fine family this is and we wonder 
just how long it will be before some 
other related group can equal or ex- 
ceed the combined records of these 
five full sisters. By the way Maur- 
ice, the old Madcap cow now has an- 
other daughter, this one by Coun- 
try Gentlemen. 


In the stall at the end of this barn 
(Butter King stood in it when the 
Seattle Convention was on) stands 
Carnation Homestead Bessie and 
Carl had just finished milking her as 
we came along. This daughter of 
Governor of Carnation milked 102 
lbs. and 98.3 lbs. the two days we 
were at the farm and looks as 
though she would really “go to 
town” before she finishes her year. 
Rube told us that our good friend 
George A. Fox of Illinois has a son 
of this cow. Well George is going 
to have a real high record bull 
at the head of his herd before 
he knows it. Carnation Ormsby 
Madcap Fayne, highest milk pro- 
ducing “Madcap” was down with 
a bad case of foot rot and had just 
been taken off test. She started out 
stronger than she did last year when 
she made 1306 lbs. fat and 37505 
lbs. milk, but the way she looked 
when we saw her the best thing to 
do with her is to get as many calves 
as they can and never mind any 
higher record. (We can hear Rube 
and Carl holler when they see this.) 


You will be interested to know, 
Maurice, that the first and only three 
generation group of 1000 lb. fat 
producers is now in existence. Car- 
nation Cinderella Violet, who is by 
Inka the Great and from Carnation 
Ormsby Violet, has 1041 lbs. fat and 
26500 lbs. milk im 348 days. Her 





dam has 1046 lbs. fat and the third 
dam, Cascade Madcap Violet Fayne 
2d with 1036 lbs. fat certainly form 
an exceptional trio. This is of 
course not the World Champion 
three generation group, but it makes 
up a mighty fine dam, daughter and 
granddaughter combination. 


One of the cows in the test barn 
that struck my fancy was Carnation 
Cinderella Model, a beautiful daugh- 
ter of Inka the Great. She has made 
463 lbs. fat and 13029 lbs. milk in 
her first 129 days and milked 89.7 
lbs. on April 26th. She should make 
between 1090 and 1150 lbs. fat un- 
less she has a serious setback. Right 
now, Maurice, would be a good place 
to tell you that the boys at Carnation 
are wishing more and more every 
day that Inka the Great had been 
used on the main Carnation herd in- 
stead of being used over at Cherry 
Valley. These ‘“Great’’ daughters 
are coming through in fine style and 
he is getting more than his share of 
services in the main herd today. 


Soon to finish is Carnation Inka 
Matador Houwtje, a big robust 
daughter of Sir Inka May. This 
cow has made 1034 Ibs. fat and 
26464 lbs. milk in 330 days, thus 
becoming the 8th or is it the 9th 
1000-lb. fat daughter of her sire. 
Down toward the other end of the 
barn is Carnation Heilo Ormsby Mat- 
ador, who is better known-as the 
dam of the famous All-American 
winner, Carnation Governor Imper- 
ial. ‘“‘Heilo’” has been on test 298 
days and has made 863 lbs. fat and 
over 21000 lbs. milk. She will finish 
with close to 1000 Ibs. fat with an 
average test of 4% fat. Her grand- 
daughters by ‘Governor’ seem to 
get better as they grow older and 
anyone who visits Carnation is cer- 
tain to come away impressed with 
the square rumps, good tops and fine 
udders that he sees on the daughters 
of Governor of Carnation. Of 
course not every one is perfect, but 
they are a mighty impressive lot 
nevertheless. 

Every farm has a streak of hard 
luck and Carnation seems to be get- 
ting its share this year. Carnation 
Ormsby Hanna Butter King, a 
daughter of “Sandy” started out 
like wildfire and milked up to 141 
lbs. a day, but foot rot came into the 
picture and before they knew iit, 
this grand cow had dropped down 
quite a bit. She was still milking 
between 85 and 90 lbs. per day and 
had an average of 110 lbs. per day 
for the first 145 days. In this 
period of time she had made 490 lbs. 
fat. Carl would not tell me what 
she would finish with, but my guess 
is somewhere between 32000 to 
34000 lbs. of milk. Not having 
ever milked a cow that made 30,000 
lbs. of milk in a year it is hard for 
a reformed test cow milker to make 
predictions that will stand up. They 
have 25 cows on four time test and 
we have some more notes on cows 
in the test barn that are making be- 
tween 800 and 900 Ibs. of fat, but 
we are not going to burden you with 
these at this time. But before we 
get away from the test barn, we will 
say that Carnation Ormsby Pontiac 








Inka, a full sister to the dam 
Carnation Matchmaker (now x 
Wimbledon) is doing right well tg 
herself on the alfalfa hay and why. 
not that she gets four times a day 
Speaking of hay, we counted » 
even dozen bales piled up in th 
feeding alleyway in the test barn an 
we imagine that to get the dom 
Carl had thrown out many mom, 
Believe it or not, Carl is one test cow 
feeder that believes you must have 
good hay if a cow is going to milk 
and test. The grain part of the 
ration is important, but all is lost 
unless your hay is of good quality, 

We stopped for a few minutes in 
the certified milk barn where the 
Carnation two and _ three-year-olds 
are run on test. Oh yes, Maurice, 
they still have a radio in every bar 
at Carnation and the way it sounded 
to me at times, that they had two 
or more in some of the barns. You 
will be listening to a ball game in 
one barn and when you step into the 
next barn a grand opera is on the 
menu. 

One of the best heifers that I have 
seen in many a day is Carnation 
Homestead Princess May, a daughter 
of “Governor”, she embodies all that 
we like in a dairy cow. This junior 
3-yr-old has been on test 68 days 
and has made 176 lbs. fat and 4594 
Ibs. milk and is hitting the 80-lb. 
mark right along in Class B. 

Out we go to the pasture on the 
flat, Rube in the lead and we follow 
on behind as best we can with our 
rubbers sticking fast in the mud 
with about every other step. The 
first cow that we come to is Carna 
tion Josephine Queen Pontiac, & 
daughter of “Old Joe” with a record 
of 980 lbs. fat in a year and who has 
the largest veins that I have ever 
seen on a dairy cow (or anywhere 
else). Next we found Carnation Or- 
msby Hazelwood, who is the dam of 
Carnation Director, a real good one 
by “Sandy” and due late in May to 
the service of Governor of Carnation, 
who is from a full sister of her dam. 
Down aways in the pasture, Rube 
found his favorite, Carnation Ormsby 
Walker, a daughter of Matador Segis 
Ormsby from the dam of Carnation 
Matador Masterpiece. Well, how 
could anyone help liking a cow like 
that. 


Suppose you remember Heilo Col- 
antha of Adna, highest record Junior 
3-yr-old that is living. She has @ 
record of 1009 lbs. fat and was head- 
ed for the Brentwood, but Rube fin- 
ally decided to keep her at home. , 

If we told you about the cows tha 
we saw in the pasture, Maurice, you 
would not have any room to record 
the program for the coming conven 
tion. ;

The breeds represented were 
Guernsey, Jersey, Ayrshire, Brown 
Swiss and Holstein-Friesian, with 
about 1,400,000 registered animals. 

The president of the new organi- 
zation is Ira G. Payne, East Scho- 
dack, New York, President of the 
American Jersey Cattle Club, Jersey 
breeder; Vice President, H. W. Nor- 
ton, Jr., Brattleboro, Vermont, Sec- 
retary of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America; Secretary and 
Treasurer, Karl B. Musser, Peterbor- 
ough, N. H., Secretary of the Amer- 
ican Guernsey Cattle Club. On the 
Executive Committee of the new or- 
ganization are Ira Inman, Beloit, 
Wis., Secretary of the Brown Swiss 
Association of America and C. T. 
Conklin, Brandon, Vt., Secretary of 
the Ayrshire Breeders Association.
